HE recent announcement that Great Britain in- 
tends to assign a large part of her formidable 
fleet, among which are to be many of her latest 
battleships, to the Orient, with Singapore as the 
probable base, will, unless such arrangement is changed, 
be the most important peace redistribution of naval 
forces that has taken place since 1909, at which time 
Great Britain practically renounced her traditional policy 
of keeping a strong fleet in the Mediterranean. This in 
erder to concentrate the bulk of her naval force in home 
waters, facing the German High Sea Fleet. 
Throughout her history Great Britain has thoroughly 
tnderstood and acted upon the principle that the best 


defense is to make the shore lines of possible enemies 
the British frontier. Because of the possession of care- 
fully chosen bases throughout the Seven Seas, no situa- 
tion can arise which can prevent Britain from so sta- 
tioning her Fleet as to compel serious consideration 
being given, in peace as well as war, to the policies 
which she considers essential to the prosperity and se- 
curity of the British Empire. 

Thro the possession of a cable system embracing 
the whole world, which is now well seg by an 
extensive and constantly growing wireless system, the 
necessary liaison between the Fleet, wherever it may be 
stationed, and the home government is assured.

VENTS since the armistice seem to indicate that one

or at least having made a study of its du- 
ties and its. obligations, so in this school 
and our Service schools it is very gratify- 
ing to see the new standards that have 
been adopted and how readily those offi- 
cers are conforming to those new stand- 
ards, how easily they reach those new 
standards; probably based on their own 
experience and its application as they came 
along. 

“The General Staff work calls for a 
very great application, as does that of high 
command, and the difficulties that we find, 
that anyone would find, in selecting offi- 
cerg for these schools are very great. It 
isn’t every officer who is equipped to take 
a course of study like this. Some allow 
themselves to drop into habits which are 
not conducive to study, so that when the 
time comes for them to take up a course 
their minds are not pliable, and they do 
rot accommodate themselves to expansion 
and to the requirement of new ideas and 
ideals. One of the essential things, it 
seems to me, is that we should not permit 
ourselves to drift along in a groove with 
fixed, set notions as to how this particular 
thing or that particular thing is to be done, 
but always be ready to adopt new sugges- 
tions or new ideas to fit new occasions or 
conditions of war. 

“Coming back just one moment to the 
difficulties of selecting officers, I think we 
must soon reach a point where an exami- 
nation of some sort will be required for 
entrance into these schools. eretofore, 
the selection has been more or less hap- 
hazard, and I think all officers who aspire 
to take these courses must be required to 
pass certain requirements. We must re- 
quire them to have a certain preparation

American Interests Affected 


Interest in the proposed redistribution 
of the British fleet cannot be confined to 
the British empire and Japan. The change 
may readily affect. American interests ma- 
terially. Should war, unfortunately, arise 
between us and Japan while she is allied 
with Great Britain the presence of strong 
British forces in Oriental waters probably 
would render futile any offensive opera- 
tions by us in the western Pacific. What- 
ever deterrents might dissuade England 
from actual hostilities against us in the 
Atlantic are likely to take on a different 
eclor should the theater of operations be 
ETojected into the far Pacific. Even if Brit- 
ish activity were limited to a benevolent 
neutrality towards Japan, the latter should 
be able to win her objectives in that dis-

before we can afford to undertake their ed- 
ucation at great expense and with the 
possibility of their not being able to com- 
plete the course as prescribed.” 

After.a luncheon for General Pershing 
given by Col. Hugh A. Drum, U.S.A., and 
Mrs. Drum, at which a number of officers 
were present, the General and his party 
went to the depot to welcome Marshal 
Foch. The famous French soldier was 
accompanied by Brig. Gen. W. D. Connor, 
Col. Frank Parker, both U.S.A.. the lat- 
ter honorary aid to the Marshal; by Brig.

The party proceeded at once to 
the college, where Marshal Foch met the 
officers of the school, the post and the 
Disciplinary Barracks.

The Marshal 
considers that the fungtioning of the staff 
of the American Army was about as per- 
fect as could have been expected under al- 
most any circumstances. He is particu- 
larly glad to see that, notwithstanding the 
fact of the experience that you have al- 
ready had in the war that you have re- 
turned to continue your studies, increase 
your knowledge and bring your knowledge 
up to date. 

“One must not study with an idea of 
crystallizing his ideas along one line, but 
to train his thought so as to be able to 
change rapidly in accordance with the 
changes that war brings on. In other 


tant area and our aspirations for an “open 
door” in China would vanish. 

It is to be hoped that in such a war 
British influence would be exerted, not 
against us, but in our favor. In such case 
the many great difficulties that would con- 
front our Navy in maintaining a success- 
ful campaign so far from e bases 
would be reduced considerably, and unrea- 
senable Japanese aggression could be 
brought to a halt. Since our objectives in 
the Orient are fair and honorable, and 
our trade in that region fails to constitute 
any vital menace to British commercial 
interests, the guess that Great Britain at 
present would lean more to our side than 
to the other is probably correct. But the 
issue is too important to 
ence on our part, and we would like to 
know what the British attitude would be. 

In any event, it is clear that Britain 
will hold the balance of power. That is 
an old game at which her statesmen are 
adepts. To play one side against the other, 
reversing at will, according to the — 
advantage that may be gained for Britain, 
will be facilitated greatly by the new - 
tion of her fleet. But who can et , 
justly? Is it not the highest duty of states- 
men to safeguard the interests of and to 
“promote the general welfare” of their 
country? And does not the present gen- 
eral welfare in England demand a good 
deal of “promoting”? To make ex ive 
navies pay their way during peace is only 
common sense and ordinary providence. 


The Navy to Aid Peace 


The more quickly our own people and 
statesmen recognize the fact that conflict 
between nations is not limited to acts of 
war, but continues uninterrupted during 
peace, the sooner will they realize the im- 
portant permanent relationship between 
its Navy and the general welfare of the 
country, and learn to use the Navy to pro- 
mote legitimate purposes of peace, no less 
than those of war. 

It is impossible not to trace some con- 
nection between the proposed British naval 
redistribution and the coming Conference 
for the Limitation of Naval Armaments. 
So long as the objects back of the redistri- 
bution remain in doubt British statesmen 
are at least in a position to argue with 
both ourselves and the Japanese {(confi- 
dentially, of course, in each case) that a 
British fleet in the Orient reduces the 
naval needs of America and of Japan.

words, ‘that not only must one have a pre- 
cise and accurate tactical knowledge of 
up-to-date military matters, but he must 
likewise have a general development-of his 
brain; in other words, a general culture 
exceedingly vast. One can only get these 
results at a time when the mind is not 
only ready to carry and receive, but when 
life has brought an experience likewise to 
the pursuit of his mind. For thig, reason 
he congratulates you as, having already 
lived a certain number of years and had 
the experience of war, you have again 
come to the center of institutions to con- 
tinue. your work to prepare yourself for 
the next war. 

“And after all, remember—(and_ the 
Marshal gives this as his own 
conviction)—that in war the greatest 
question is fire-power, that that must be 
kept in mind all the time; the. great de- 
structive power of fire which makes it the 
great and essential element of warfare. 
More than ever this element is going to 
increase on account of the increasing in- 
tensity of fire, due to the improvement of 
automatic arms. We must th not 
only take into consideration the probable 
increase in intensity of fire itself, but like- 
wise at all times consider the latest weap- 
ons brought to war; the tank, the airplane, 
the poisonous gases, and find ourselves at 
the moment of the next war with our mind 
all ready, with all these elements consid- 
ered as elements of the question.” 

Marshal Foch then decorated Lieut. Col. 
Georges Peron of the French army, sta- 
tioned at the fort, with the Cross of an 
Officer of the Legion of Honor. After an 
informal reception by Mrs. Bly at the 
commandant’s quarters, the Marshal and 
his party left for St. Louis om their way 
to Washington. 
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THOROUGH INVESTIGATION 
OF ARMY PROMOTION. 


A thorough investigation along rather 
unique lines is being conducted by the 
board of which Major Gen. D. C. Shanks, 
U.S.A., is president, which was appointed 
in response to the letter from Chairman 
Wadsworth, to report on the feasibility of 
enacting some legislation to satisfy the 
complaints against the arrangement of offi- 
cers under the Reorganization act of the 
Army. The board has adopted a sort of a 
card index system to determine what would 
be the effect on the arrangement of officers 
by the various propositions that have been 
pro; a e name of each officer is 
placed upon a card so that the cards may 
be shuffled to earry out any proposition 
that is taken under consideration. After 
they have been arranged according to any 
stated plan the board then makes a study 
of the changes that would result if a jaw 
were passed for such a distribution. 

The record of each officer will be studied 
anew up to and including the grade of lieu- 
tenant colonel. Constructive service in 
training camps is being considered, Fed- 
eral service under the National Guard, and 
all enlisted service in the Regular Army is 
being taken into consideration. It is ex- 
plained, however, that the study of this 
service which was not taken into account 
in the arrangement on the existing promo- 
tion list is not to be considered as indica- 
tive that such service will determine the 
position on any new list that might be 
evolved. It is just a part of the work of 
the board to enable it to obtain a broader 
view of the situation before any final con- 
clusions are arrived at or any recommen- 
dations are made. The records of captains 
and lieutenants are béing taken up first. 
After these are gone over, then the lieu- 
tenant colonels and majors will be consid- 
ered. The board’s next meeting is set for 
Nov. 12. In the meantime all useful data 
is being collected and there is no cessation 
of the work by individual members and 
Major Raymond 8. Bamberger, A.S., and 
Capt. David A. Watt, Q.M.C., who have 
been selected as advisors to the board. The 
board already has advised with some of 
the officers who assisted in formulating the 
present law in order ta get an understand- 
ing of the difficulties they encountered be- 
fore deciding on the law as framed, and 
hundreds of letters from officers adversely 
affected have been received. Captains are 
gratified from the fact that since the mat- 
ter was started by them through the Sen- 
ate Committee on Military Affairs the field 
officers seem to have as many complaints as 
the junior officers. It is stated a large part 
of the letters received by the board are 
from officers in the grades of major and 
lieutenant colonel. 

By this system the board expects to ar- 
rive at some equitable policy in making its 
recommendations. All the complaints 
against the existing law have been turned 
over to the board, which is also studying 
the hearings that were conducted by the 
Senate committee upon the McKellar bill, 
a very fruitful source of information, as 
probably every view of the situation was 
presented in the discussion of the subject 
before the committee. 


SERVICE IN THE 
PHILIPPINE ISLANDS. 


Because of a surplus of majors of In- 
fantry and Field Artillery now on duty in 
the Philippines, the War Department has 
directed that further transfer of majors to 
these arms be discontinued. Owing to the 
shortage of funds for transportation, re- 
duction may be effected gradually by expi- 
ration of the detail for the Philippine ser- 
vice, rather than by immediate transfet 
elsewhere. 

It is not the policy of the War Depart- 
ment to detail officers of the Philippine 
Scouts in any of the branches of the Ser- 
vice or to transfer them to such branches 
under the provisions of Sec. 24d, act of 
June 4, 1920. They may, however, be as- 
signed to duty with any branch for which 
they are qualified, provided they are re- 
tained on duty in the Philippines, If the 
commanding general of the Philippine De- 
partment approves, an officer may be de- 
tailed to attend a course of. instruction at 
a special Service school on his own appli- 
lation, provided it is approved by the chief 
of the branch of the Service concerned. 


AKMY LEGISLATION TO BE 
PUSHED IN THE HOUSE. 


Bills recommended by the War Depart- 
ment and promised early consideration in 
the House by Mr. Kahn and the Military 
Committee include several meesures of im- 
portance to the Regular Army, National 
Guard and Reserve officers. Two of these 
have already passed the Senate. H.R. 
8123 removes the limitation that no officer 
on the active list can be detailed as in- 
structor at a college when a retired officer 
can be secured for the detail. Perhaps the 
most important bill on the program is H. 
R. 7943, which amends the National De- 
fense act so as to make the relations be- 
tween the Regular Establishment, Na- 
tional Guard and Officers’ Reserve Corps 
closer and further elaborates and carries 
out the ene army idea. This bill has al- 
ready passed the Senate as S. 2307 and is 
regarded as of great importance in all of 
the Services. It has seven sections im- 
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cers detailed to the General Staff and mak- 
ing clear the provisions of the National 
Defense act for the pay of National Guard 
officers and men. Another bill is H.R. 
7745, providing longevity pay for Reserve 
officers and National Guard officers serv- 
ing under the orders of the War Depart- 
ment. Another is H.R. 6862, providing 
flying pay for officers and enlisted men of 
the Regular Army who are incapacitated 
= injuries received in or by aircraft acci- 
ents. 

To perfect the organization of the Air 
ferce, H.R. 7657, which authorizes not to 
exceed ten per cent. of the authorized 
strength of the Air Service below the grade 
of brigadier general, is included in the pro- 
gram. The officers referred to need not be 
qualified for flying to be detailed for a 
year to the Air Service. 

To take care of thirty men who were 
transferred from the civil service under 
the act of Aug. 29, 1916, to the Military 
Establishment as field clerks, H.J. Res. 
135, authorizing the retirement of this 
class of field clerks of the Q.M. Corps, is 
recommended. <A resolution (HJ. Res. 
87) authorizing the transportation of de- 
pendents of Army field clerks, Q.M.C., is 
endorsed; also H.R. 8017, to abolish the 
limitation on military service without the 
limits of the United States. 


THE NAVY IN THE 
DEFICIENCY ESTIMATES. 


Shortage in fuel for the Navy is taken 
care of in the deficiency estimates sub- 
mitted to Congress on Nov. 1 and men- 
tioned in last week’s ARMY AND Navy 
JOURNAL.

FEWER OFFICERS PLACED 
IN CLASS B THIS YEAR. 

Indications from a reliable source are 
to the effect that this year there will not 
be over half as many officers placed in Class 
B as there were last year. Furthermore, 
it is expected there will be a still smaller 
number so classed next year. 

This year’s board, of which Major Gen. 
Charles G. Morton, U.S.A., is president 
and Major R. A. Jones, U.S.A., is recorder, 
is now about half way through the names 
submitted to it for consideration. Because 
of the issuance of Special Regulations 
No. 130, the board’s mode of procedure is 








more clearly defined than was that of the 
board that acted last year. Incidentally, 
last year’s board has not disposed of all 
the cases that were before it. Both this 
year’s board and last year’s board are mak- 
ing a most careful examination of the rec- 
ords that are submitted and sit longer on 
a case than does the Supreme Court. 
When an officer is placed tentatively on 
the Class B list he is notified personally 
through military channels. It is then for 
him to decide whether he will ask for a 
hearing before the eourt of inquiry in the 
department or corps area in which he is 
serving. It is understood that some of 
these courts are now hearing the appeals 
of officers who are on the tentative list. 
Last year’s classification board did not 
follow strictly the proceedings prescribed 
by law, it seems, according to subsequent 
rulings by the court in a number of cases. 
The result was that the President overruled 
the board in these cases.

HOUSE ACTION ON-

The House on Nov. 5 passed H.R. 7870 
and H.R. 2558, to restore Comdrs.

NOT KEEPING FAITH WITH 
EFFICIENT ENLISTED MEN. 


Entangled in an omnibus bill which is 
held up in the House is H.R. 7105, which 
provides for restoration of temporary offi- 
eers to their former enlisted status in the 
Navy. If the provisions of this bill are 


not enacted into law before this extra ses- 
sion of Congress adjourns the Navy will 
not be able to keep faith with enlisted men 
who accepted commissions in the Navy 
during the war. 

This subject has been called to the at- 
tention of the House Committee on Naval 
Affairs and it has been reported to the 
House favorably in two bills. It is found 
in H.R. 7864, popularly known as the 
Omnibus bill. The same provisions are in 
H.R. 7105, which is on the union calendar 
of the House. The provisions of both bills 
ere really to correct a condition resulting 
from a decision of the Comptroller of the 
Treasury, who decided that an enlisted 
man who accepts a temporary commission 
reverts to his civilian status upon being 
demobilized. There is no authority, ac- 
cording to the Comptroller’s decision, by 
which these temporary officers can be trans- 
ferred or reduced to the enlisted force. If 
a temporary officer, after his commission 
expires, should seek to enlist he loses all 
credit for former service in the Navy. 
When he re-enters the Navy he will have 
the same status as if he were serving his 
first enlistment. 





The Navy Department is apprehensive 
that this condition will result in losing a 
large body of highly trained and efficient 
enlisted men. In all probability, the Sec- 
retary of the Navy will take up the mat- 
ter again with the Naval Committees of 
the House and Senate. Aside from the in- 
justice to this class of efficient men in the 
Navy, the authorities are urging Congress 
to provide some means by which they will 
not be lost to the Navy. It is being urged 
that the Naval Affairs Committee could 
drop Sec. 10, which increases the esti- 
mates on the cost of battleships 44 and 46, 
and submarines numbered 19 to 22 inclu- 
sive, and pass the urgent personne! legisla- 
tion for the enlisted men of the Navy and 
Marine Corps. There are a number of 
other sections in the Omnibus bill which 
are of the highest importance to the en- 
listed personnel and would not materially 
increase the expenses of the Naval Estab- 
lishment.

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NAVY SELECTION BOARD 
MEETS NOV. 14. 


To distribute officers to the vacancies 
created in the Navy by the recent additions 
from the examination of Temporary and 
Reserve officers, the Secretary of the Navy 
bas appointed a selection board which will 
meet Nov. 14. The board consists of Ad- 
mirals R. B. Coontz, Chief of the Bureau 
of Navigation; H. P. Jones and W. BH. Eb- 
erle, Vice Admiral J. D. McDonald, Rear 
Admirals Hugh Rodman, H. B. Wilson, A. 
y. Long, A. H. Robertson and C. 8. Wil- 
liams. Comdr. L, R. Leahy will act as 
recorder of the board. 

Although it will not be known until all 
of the successful candidates of the recent 
examination have indicated whether they 
will accept, it is estimated that the board 
will have four vacancies in the grade of 
rear admiral, twenty-two in the captain’s 
grade and fifty in the commander’s to fill. 
Not all of the vacancies created by the re- 
cent additions to the Navy remain to-be 
filled by the board. The last selection 
poard filled about 400 of the vacancies, 
some of which were at that time only pros- 
pective. This board will also make recom- 
mendations in excess of the vacancies which 
exist at present. It is understood that the 
poard will make selections for all of the 
prospective vacancies for the year 1922. 
There is no prospect of any legislation 
which will materially change the organiza- 
tion of the Navy for the next year, and the 
poard will proceed with this assumption. 

By Jan. 1 all of the commissions of the 
Temporary officers under the existing law 
will expire. With the beginning of next 
year the regular establishment will assume 
a peace time status and it will be some 
time before a selection board will be called 
upon to fill such a large number of vacan- 
cies. 


CONGRESSIONAL COMMITTEE 
ON SERVICE PAY. 


It is expected that the joint Congres- 
sional committee which is to investigate 
and report on the question of continuing 


the present rate of pay in the Army, Navy, 
Coast Guard and Public Health Service 
will meet shortly after Nov. 15. On that 
date Representative John C. McKenzie of 
Illinois, the ranking House member of the 
joint committee, will return to Washington 
and make a quorum of the organization. In 
the meantime a committee consisting of 
the representative of each of the Services 
has not been idle. It has held almost daily 
conferences at which ideas have been ex- 
changed and the work of compiling a very 
thorough report upon the subject of pay in 
the different services has been co-ordinated.

THE UNKNOWN A.E.F. SOLDIER 
IS BURIED AT ARLINGTON. 


The body of the unknown A.E.F. sol- 
dier who died in France and was brought 
t the United States for re-interment, with 
impressive ceremonies, at Arlington Na- 
tional Cemetery on Nov. 11, arrived on the 
U.S.S. Olympia at the Washington Navy 
Yard on Nov. 9, where the Navy Depart- 
ment formally gave it into the keeping 
of the War Department.

SECRETARY WEEKS ASKS 
AID OF AMERICAN LEGION. 


The attack recently made by Senator 
Watson of Georgia in the Senate on offi- 
cers of the American Expeditionary Forces, 
charging that they had ill-treated and even 
unjustly executed men under their com- 
mand during the World War, has created 
so much indignation in Army circles as 
well as elsewhere that Secretary of War 
Weeks has addressed a letter to Lieut. Col. 
Hanford MacSnider, commander of the 
American Legion, at the headquarters of 
the Legion, Indianapolis, in which he says: 
“The following is an extract of remarks by 
the Senator from Georgia, Mr. Watson, 
appearing on page 7819 of the Congres- 
sional Record for Oct. 31, 1921: ‘How 
many Senators know that a private soldier 
was frequently shot by his officers because 
of some complaint against the officer’s in- 
solence, and that they had gallows upon 
which men were hanged, day after day, 
without court-martial or any other form 
of trial?’ The foregoing statement, coming 
so long after the commission of the alleged 
crimes, constitutes a reflection upon the en- 
tire personnel. of the American BPxpedi- 
tionary Force. I consider the public enti- 
tled to all the facts which it is within the 
power of my office to produce. If there 
possibly exists any basis for such an alle- 
gation the responsible persons should bear 
the odium. Otherwise definite refutation 
is desirable. The War Department will 
make available all of its records and such 
information as may come frmo persons un- 
der its control. However, such persons 
constitute but a small percentage of those 
who served overseas and who have been at- 
tacked. I request that the American Le- 
gion lend its assistance toward obtaining 
all facts bearing upon the issue which has 
been raised.”

CENTRAL EUROPE. 


The Hungarian National Assembly has 
passed a bill proclaiming the deposition of 
ex-Emperor Charles. The Little Entente 


_ has delivered a new note to the Hungarian 


that the provisions 
of the bill are arene in that they 
do not eliminate the possibility of a Haps- 
burg restoration by way of election. 
Charles and Zita are now en route to the 
Madeira Islands, where the Portuguese 
government has consented to receive them.

SOVIET RUSSIA. 


Although a singular veil of obscurity 
rests over events now transpiring in the 
Ukraine, subsequent dispatches appear to 
confirm the report quoted in these columns 
last week relative to Petlura’s invasion. 
Late dispatches are to the effect that after 
penetrating more than fifty miles into the 
interior of the Ukraine the Petlura forces 
were forced to retreat to the Rumanian 
and Polish borders, Further probability 
inheres in the reports relative to the inva- 
sion by reason of their accordance with 
the known facts of the situation. The 
establishment of a Ukraine independent of 
the Moscow government has one of 
the a hae agp of Polish policy 
since its restoration as a sov state. 
This policy was inherited eae ieee. 
which, during the period of its occupation 
of Poland, fostered se in the 
Ukraine as a war. weapon imperial 
Russia. Two Ukrainian groups with head- 
quarters in foreign territory have been sep- 
arately working for an independent 
Ukraine: the pro-Polish Petlura “govern- 
ment,” wth headquarters at Tarnov, in 
Poland, and the anti-Polish group located 
at Vienna. There seems to be little doubt 
that the Polish government has supported 


the Petlura organization by su and 
by permitting the organization of in- 
ian forces in Polish territory. The anti- 


Polish Vienna group demands the inclu- 
sion of Galicia ‘in the boundaries of the 
Ukraine, and in this demand is receiving 
the support of the French government on 
condition that the new Ukraine enter into 
an alliance with Poland; the French aim 
is to bring about an agreement between the 
different Ukrainian WNationlaist ps. 
Ukrainian representatives are ca’ g on 
activities in France with a view to secur- 
ing money and equipment for the organiza- 
tien of a Ukrainian force. Rumania is 
said to have given her support to the sepa- 
ratist movement and to have afforded fa- 
cilities for the outfitting of a Ukrainian 
supply base on Rumanian territory. 

The Ukraine is a point of critical inter- 
est in the genera] European situation by 
reason not only of its own inherent impor- 
tance, but also on account of the fact that 
it lies in the path of the extension of Euro- 
pean spheres of influence to the still more 
vital area of the Caucasus. Ultimate dom- 
ination over this area during the latter 
stages of the World War was one of the 
German political and military ves, 
which has apparently been pa on to 
the coalition which has sueceeded to Ger- 
many’s power. 


THE NEAR EAST, 


The conclusion of the Franco-Turkish 
treaty, reported in these columns last week, 
has precipitated a crisis that threatens to 


already severely strained bonds of the 
Anglo-French entente. Great Britain has 
dispatched a note to the govern- 
ment carrying a strong protest against the 
terms of he treaty. Although the text of

NEW TYPE OF AIRPLANE WING. 


“The tests of the ‘Alula’ high-lift wing. 
which took place on the Northolt Aero- 
drome Oct. 12,” says the London Engineer, 
“were watched by a company which in- 
cluded many experts with great interest. 
The machine to which the wing was fitted 
was a Martynside semiquaver fuselage, 
fitted with a 300 horse-power Hispano- 
Suiza engine. The wings are designed on 
the cantilever principle and do not require 
external bracing wires. is form is of a 
type designed to secure the flow of air par- 
allel to the direction of flight, with the ob- 
ject of eliminating the losses arising from 
‘spilling,’ which are associated with the 
more normal type of wing. The loading of 
the machine, which exceeded nineteen 
pounds per foot of surface, was exception- 
ally high. The trials must be regarded as 
successful, an altitude of 3,000 feet hav- 
ing been attained in seventy-two seconds 
and the machine reaching an air speed of 
180 miles per hour. It is claimed that the 
wing can be fitted to all classes of air- 
planes, although the original intention was 
to apply it to low-speed big load-carrying 
machines.” 


LIEUT. MACREADY IN PULITZER RACE. 


In the Pulitzer Trophy air race at Oma- 
ha, Neb., on Nov. 3, Bert Acosta, of the 
Aero Club of America of New York, cov- 
ered the 150-mile course in 52 min. 91-5 
sec., or at the rate of 173 miles per hour.

n.G. COMMISSIONS IN OFFICERS’ 2.0. 


Considerable confusion has arisen among 
officers of the National Guard with refer- 
ence to the law and regulations governing 
their being commissioned in the Officers’ 
Reserve Corps. The general policy was 
announced last August and the following 
js given to clarify the subject under exist- 
ing practices : 

The law with respect to appointments 
in the Officers’ Reserve Corps is contained 
in Sec. 37, National Defense act as amend- 
ed June 4, 1920 (W.D. Bulletin 25, 1920). 
It draws a clear line between appoint- 
ments in the Infantry, Cavalry, Coast Ar- 
tilery, Field Artillery and Air Service and 
all other appointments in the Officers’ Re- 
serve Corps. For appointment as Reserve 
oficers in the arms of the Service named 
eligibility in time of peace is confined to 

who have been officers of the Army 
at any time between April 6, 1917, and 
June 30, 1919; or who have been officers 
in the Regular Army at any time; or 
who on June 4, 1920, were federally recog- 
nized officers of the National Guard, and 
who were then serving as such, for exam- 
ple, active officers; or graduates of the 
Reserve Officers’ Training Corps; or war- 
rant officers and enlisted men of the Regu- 
jar, Army, National Guard and Enlisted 
Reserve Corps; or those who served in the 
Army at some time between April 6, 1917, 
and Nov. 11, 1918. 

The only legal requirements for appoint- 
ment in other sections of the Officers’ Re- 
serve Corps are that the appointee must 
be, at the time of appointment, a citizen 
of the United States and must be between 
the ages of twenty-one and sixty. An ex- 
amination of the case of any National 
Guard officer who applies for appointment 
in the Officers’ rve Corps will deter- 
mine whether or not he is legally eligible 
for the appointment desired. In case he is 
not eligible, as revealed by the examina- 
tion, there is no use forwarding his appli- 
cation. 

Persons who have been officers of the 
Army at any time between April 6, 1917, 
and June 80, 1919, or those who have been 
officers in the Regular Army at any time 
may be appointed in the Officers’ Reserve 
Corps in the highest grade which they held 
in the Army, or in any lower grade. Those 
who on June 4, 1920, were federally recog- 
nized officers of the National Guard and 
who were then serving on active duty as 
such may be appointed in the grade held 
on June 4, 1920, or in any lower grade. 
Other than these three classes, no person 
in time of peace shall be originally ap- 
pointed in any of the five branches men- 
tioned above in a grade higher than that 
of second lieutenant. 

Under the policy adopted and announced 
by the War Department, Reserve officers 
who accept commissions in the National 
Guard may lose their Reserve commission 
if the commission in the National Guard 
differs, in grade or braneh, or both, from 
the Reserve commission; or it may result 
in the issuance of a commission in the 
Officers’ Reserve Corps of the same grade 
in the same branch as, or an appropriate 
branch to. that of the National Guard 
commission, 





ARMY PLANT PRINTS N.G. CIRCULARS. 


The printing plant of the Recruiting 
Publicity Bureau at Governors Island, N. 


Y., under control of the Quartermaster 
Corps, is fully equipped to print recruit- 
ing posters, and the Quartermaster Gen- 
eral has made it available for the National 
Guard’s use. There is a large number of 
cuts, half-tones, etc., on hand at the plant 
which were used to make posters for re- 
cruiting in the Regular Army, and by the 
use of these and the other facilities there 
it is believed posters could be made that 
would be quite acceptable to the National 
Guard. Adjutants general interested will 
be sent samples of the work done, together 
with estimates of costs, deliveries, etc., if 
they will communicate direct with the Re- 
cruiting. Publicity Bureau, Governors 
Island, N.Y. In addition to the posters 
that this plant is able to make, small book- 
lets and other recruiting printed matter 
are turned out. 





PAY OF NATIONAL GUARD. 


The Militia Bureau of the War Depart- 
ment recently notified the adjutants gen- 
eral of the various states and territories 
and District of Columbia concerning the 
subject of pay as follows: 

“The pay of officers and enlisted men of 
the National Guard for field service and 
attendance at service schools will be auto- 
matically reduced July 1, 1922, on account 
of the expiration of the temporary increase 
authorized for the Army by the act of May 
18, 1920. unless Congress in the meantime 
Makes the temporary increase permanent 

m and after that date. If the tempo- 
tary increase is made permanent a day’s 
Pay for armory dril) will be increased to 
gual the present day’s pay for field duty; 
if the temporary increase ceases, a day’s 
Pay for field duty will be reduced to equal 
the present day’s pay for armory drill.”

IOWA. 


Brig. Gen. F. A. Tinley, commanding 
the 67th Infantry Brigade, Iowa National 
Guard, in a report of the two weeks’ en- 
campment of his brigade at Camp Dodge, 
Iowa, last August, states that considerable 
disappointment was experienced in the 
failure of the sixteen instructors from the 
Regular Army to be on duty with the bri- 
gade, as it was expected they would be. 
Their failure to be present was due to the 
fact that the C.O. of the 7th Corps Area 
had not sufficient funds available to pay 
for the transportation of the Regular Army 
officers. 

The situation was eased to a great ex- 
tent, General Tinley says, by the arrival of 
Lieut. Col. McDaniel, Inf., U.S.A., senior 
instructor with the Nebraska National 
Guard, six days in advance of the arrival 
of the 134th Infantry, Neb. N.G. Colonel 
McDaniel was assigned for that peried to 
the Iowa troops and aided greatly in the 
training of the 168th Infantry, to which 
he was assigned. General Tinley goes on 
to say that the 7th Corps Area commander 
and the Regular officers assigned to the 
camp were sympathetic in every way and 
gave evidence of a sincere desire to do all 
in their power to aid in the training of 
the Iowa National Guard, but were ham- 
pered by the lack of funds. 

Lieut. Col. William A. Carnell, Cav., U. 
S.A., Major Alfred Brandt, Inf., U.S8.A., 
Regular Army instructors assigned to the 
training of the Iowa troops, General Tin- 
ley states, were most efficient and took a 
genuine interest in their work. Their ef- 
forts to make the most of the short period 
of training were untiring and showed won- 
derful results. 

General Tinley arrived’ at Camp Dodge 
Aug. 6, four days in advance of the arrival 
of the main body of troops, and special de- 
tails of troops with him prepared the 
camp and had it all in readiness when the 
main body arrived. The troops in camp 
were the 138d and 168th Infantry, Ist 
Cavalry and the Field Hospital. 

When the troops arrived in camp late 
on Aug. 10 they were greeted with a hot 
meal, and so much time was saved by the 
preparation of the camp by the advance 
details that the troops were enabled to 
take up their field training without any 
delay, especially as ninety per cent. of the 
men present might be considered recruits. 

In addition to the prescribed field in- 
struction, Governor N. BH. Kendall re- 
viewed he brigade on Aug. 23 and their 
manner of executing the ceremony would 
have done credit to troops of many years’ 
training. During the review the Governor 
presented the Iowa long service medal for 
twenty-five years to General Tinley and 
Col. Lloyd D. Rose, commander of the 
1334 Infantry. 

Chaplains Robb of the 168th Infantry 
and Van Meter of the 133d Infantry had 
charge of the amusements in camp and 
there were entertainments each night. In 
summing up his report General Tinley 
says: “The range work under the direc- 
tion of Major Fred 8. Hird accomplished 
much in his line, and the records estab- 
lished by the men are highly satisfactory. 
The other training proved such as to be a 
subject of great pride to the commanding 
general.” 





NEW YORE. 


Ground was broken on Nov. 6, 1921, at 
143d street near Lenox avenue, N.Y. City, 


for a commodious new armory for the 
369th Infantry (colored), N.Y.N.G., Col. 
Arthur W. Little. A street parade in 
which a number of civic and benevolent 
organizations participated with the regi- 
ment preceded the ceremony of breaking 
ground. Following the invocation by the 
Rev. W. H. Brooks, Mayor Hylan turned 
the first spadeful of earth. Col. Arthur 
Little, commander of the regiment, out- 
lined its history from its organization in 
1916 and extended the thanks of the regi- 
ment to former Governor Charles 8.

NOISELESS TANES. 


The buying public has demanded con- 
tinual improvements in automobiles and 
the manufacturers have given it what it 


asked for, and in some cases even more, 
The Ordnance Department of the Army 
insy be likened to a manufacturer catering 
to a select and exacting clientele, namely, 
the using Service. The Tank Corps, or 
using Service, tells the Ordnance Depart- 
ment that it must provide improved types 
of tanks. One of the suggested improve- 
ments which is receiving much study by 
the Ordnance Department is the reduction 
of noise. The muffling of the exhaust 
from the engine is a comparatively simple 
problem. This demands a muffler of suffi- 
cient size so that the noise of the exhaust 
can be muffled without producing a serious 
back pressure. The location of this muf- 
fler and exhaust pipe from the engine is 
an important feature in the design of tanks 
because of the heat which must be carried 
away from the engine. The exhaust pipes 
usually have fins so as to radiate as much 
heat as possible and are located and pro- 
tected so that the tank mechanic will not 
be burned through contact. The noise due 
to improper shifting of gears in the auto- 
mobile ig not encountered in the tank Ser- 
vice becanse, due to the large horse-power 
and heavy torques involved, sliding gears 
eannot be used advantageously and epi- 
eyelie gears are therefore used. Changing 
speed in tanks is accomplished through 
brake bands, with the gears always in 
mesh. 

The caterpillar tracks offer the greatest 
field for the reduction of noise. It will be 
readily apparent that when a single-track 
shoe is taken from rest on the ground and 
accelerated to double the speed of the vehi- 
cle on the top of the track, ‘unless the 
construction is mechanically correct there 
is a possibility for the production of loud 
noise. The steel track rollers running 
over this track also produce noise. ‘To 
minimize these effects as much as possible 
the designer must have a thorough grasp of 
the underlying principles of caterpillar en- 
gineering. The track driving sprocket and 
the front idler sprockets must be raised 
somewhat off the ground so that the weight 
of the vehicle will be cafried by the sup- 
porting rollers under the middle of the 
tank. This insures a gradual change of 
direction of each track shoe and when 
taken in connection with large diameter 
of track sprockets and idlers tends to re- 
duce the noise considerably. Rubber- 
cored track rollers have been employed. 
These rollers consist essentially of a solid 
truck wheel with dual rubber tires, around 
the outside of which has been fastened a 
steel rim which rides on the caterpillar 
track rails and prevents injury to the rub- 
ber tire. The rubber between the outer 
rim and the wheel is so arranged that it 
has sufficient space to expand, and thus 
absorbs the shocks and deadens the noise. 
Means are provided to prevent overloading 
ot the rubber, so that the load carried will 
be approximately the same as the load car- 
ried by truck tires. 

Rubber or other fabric has also been 
used on the track driving sprocket and on 
the idler sprocket where the track shoes 
eome in contact with these surfaces, so as 
to reduce the noise of impact. Rubber 
pads have likewise been applied to the bear- 
ing surface of the track shoes themselves. 
Commercial tractors, when used for indus- 
trial work in hauling loads about large 
shops, have been equipped with these rub- 
ber pads and have performed satisfactorily. 
The mobile gun mount, capable of running 
at speeds up to thirty miles an hour, uses 










these rubber pads in the track s 
wel as rubber for reducing no’ Peete ae 
places. 

The advantage of a noiseless tank is-s 
parent. The most important factor if the 
success of the first use of tanks was the 
element of surprise. Noiseless tanks would 
enable tank concentrations to be made 
without the enemy being aware of their 
presence, so that tank could be 
launched suddenly and without counter- 
measures having been developed’ by: the 


enemy.

BOAT.

NEW TYPE OF AIRPLANE WING. 


“The tests of the ‘Alula’ high-lift wing. 
which took place on the Northolt Aero- 
drome Oct. 12,” says the London Engineer, 
“were watched by a company which in- 
cluded many experts with great interest. 
The machine to which the wing was fitted 
was a Martynside semiquaver fuselage, 
fitted with a 300 horse-power Hispano- 
Suiza engine. The wings are designed on 
the cantilever principle and do not require 
external bracing wires. This form is of a 
type rg oy to secure the flow of air par- 
allel to the direction of flight, with the ob- 
ject of eliminating the losses arising from 
‘spilling,’ which are associated with the 
more normal type of wing. The loading of 
the machine, which exceeded nineteen 
pounds per foot of surface, was exception- 
ally high. The trials must be regarded as 
successful, an altitude of 3,000 feet hav- 
ing been attained in seventy-two seconds 
and the machine reaching an air speed of 
180 miles per hour. It is claimed that the 
wing can be fitted to all classes of air- 
planes, although the original intention was 
to apply it to low-speed big load-carrying 
machines.” 


LIEUT. MACREADY IN PULITZER RACE. 


In the Pulitzer Trophy air race at Oma- 
ha, Neb., on Nov. 3, Bert Acosta, of the 
Aero Club of America of New York, cov- 
ered the 150-mile course in 52 min. 91-5 
sec., or at the rate of 173 miles per hour. 
The record for the Pulitzer race thus thus 
continues to be held by Lieut. Corliss C. 
Moseley, Air Ser., U.S.A., who made 178 
miles per hour in last year’s contest.

Considerable confusion has arisen among 
officers of the National Guard with refer- 
ence to the law and regulations governing 
their being commissioned in the Officers’ 
Reserve Corps. The general policy was 
announced last August and the following 
js given to clarify the subject under exist- 
ing practices : 

The law with respect to appointments 
in the Officers’ Reserve Corps is contained 
jn Sec. 37, National Defense act as amend- 
ed June 4, 1920 (W.D. Bulletin 25, 1920). 
It draws a clear line between appoint- 
ments in the Infantry, Cavalry, Coast Ar- 
tilery, Field Artillery and Air Service and 
all other appointments in the Officers’ Re- 
serve Corps. For appointment as Reserve 
officers in the arms of the Service named 
eligibility in time of peace is confined to 
those who have been officers of the Army 
at any time between April 6, 1917, and 
June 30, 1919; or who have been officers 
jin the Regular Army at any time; or 
who on June 4, 1920, were federally recog- 
nized officers of the National Guard, and 
who were then serving as such, for exam- 
ple, active officers; or graduates of the 
Reserve Officers’ Training Corps; or war- 
rant officers and enlisted men of the Regu- 
jar, Army, National Guard and Enlisted 
Reserve Corps; or those who served in the 
Army at some time between April 6, 1917, 
and Nov. 11, 1918. 

The only legal requirements for appoint- 
ment in other sections of the Officers’ Re- 
serve Corps are that the appointee must 
be, at the time of appointment, a citizen 
of the United States and must be between 
the ages of twenty-one and sixty. An ex- 
amination of the case of any National 
Guard officer who applies for appointment 
in the Officers’ rve Corps will deter- 
mine whether or not he is legally eligible 
for the appointment desired. In case he is 
not eligible, as revealed by the examina- 
tion, there is no use forwarding his appli- 
cation. 

Persons who have been officers of the 
Army at any time between April 6, 1917, 
and June 80, 1919, or those who have been 
officers in the Regular Army at any time 
may be appointed in the Officers’ Reserve 
Corps in the highest grade which they held 
in the Army, or in any lower grade. Those 
who on June 4, 1920, were federally recog- 
nized officers of the National Guard and 
who were then serving on active duty as 
such may be appointed in the grade held 
on June 4, 1920, or in any lower grade. 
Other than these three classes, no person 
ix time of peace shall be originally ap- 
pointed in any of the five branches men- 
tioned above in a grade higher than that 
of second lieutenant. 

Under the policy adopted and announced 
by the War Department, Reserve officers 
who accept commissions in the National 
Guard may lose their Reserve commission 
if the commission in the National Guard 
differs, in grade or branch, or both, from 
the Reserve commission; or it may result 
in the issuance of a commission in the 
Officers’ Reserve Corps of the same grade 
in the same branch as, or an appropriate 
branch to, that of the National Guard 
commission,

PAY OF NATIONAL GUARD.

If the tempo- 
tary increase is made permanent a day’s 
Pay for armory dril] will be increased to 
eal the present day’s pay for field duty; 
if the temporary increase ceases, a day’s 
Pay for field duty will be reduced to equal 
the present day’s pay for armory dil.”

Brig. Gen. F. A. Tinley, commanding 
the 67th Infantry Brigade, Iowa National 
Guard, in a report of the two weeks’ en- 
campment of his brigade at Camp Dodge, 
Iowa, last August, states that considerable 
disappointment was experienced in the 
failure of the sixteen instructors from the 
Regular Army to be on duty with the bri- 
gade, as it was expected they would be. 
Their failure to be present was due to the 
fact that the C.O. of the 7th Corps Arca 
had not sufficient funds available to pay 
for the transportation of the Regular Army 
officers. 

The situation was eased to a great ex- 
tent, General Tinley says, by the arrival of 
Lieut. Col. McDaniel, Inf., U.S.A., senior 
instructor with the Nebraska National 
Guard, six days in advance of the arrival 
of the 134th Infantry, Neb. N.G. Colonel 
McDaniel was assigned for that period to 
the Iowa troops and aided greatly in the 
training of the 168th Infantry, to which 
he was assigned. General Tinley goes on 
to say that the 7th Corps Area commander 
and the Regular officers assigned to the 
camp were sympathetic in every way and 
gave evidence of a sincere desire to do all 
in their power to aid in the training of 
the Iowa National Guard, but were ham- 
pered by the lack of funds.

S.A., Major Alfred Brandt, Inf., U.S8.A., 
Regular Army instructors assigned to the 
training of the Iowa troops, General Tin- 
ley states, were most efficient and took a 
genuine interest in their work. Their ef- 
forts to make the most of the short period 
of training were untiring and showed won- 
derful results. 

General Tinley arrived’ at Camp Dodge 
Aug. 6, four days in advance of the arrival 
of the main body of troops, and special de- 
tails of troops with him prepared the 
camp and had it all in readiness when the 
main body arrived. The troops in camp 
were the 138d and 168th Infantry, Ist 
Cavalry and the Field Hospital. 

When the troops arrived in camp late 
on Aug. 10 they were greeted with a hot 
meal, and so much time was saved by the 
preparation of the camp by the advance 
details that the troops were enabled to 
take up their field training without any 
delay, especially as ninety per cent. of the 
men present might be considered recruits. 

In addition to the prescribed field in- 
struction, Governor N. BH. Kendall re- 
viewed he brigade on Aug. 23 and their 
manner of executing the ceremony would 
have done credit to troops of many years’ 
training. During the review the Governor 
presented the Iowa long service medal for 
twenty-five years to General Tinley and 
Col. Lloyd D. Rose, commander of the 
1334 Infantry. 

Chaplains Robb of the 168th Infantry 
and Van Meter of the 133d Infantry had 
charge of the amuséments in camp and 
there were entertainments each night. In 
summing up his report General Tinley 
says: “The range work under the direc- 
tion of Major Fred 8. Hird accomplished 
much in his line, and the records estab- 
lished by the men are highly satisfactory. 
The other training proved such as to be a 
subject of great pride to the commanding 
general.” 





NEW YORK.

NOISELESS TANES. 


The buying public has demanded con- 
tinual improvements in automobiles and 
the manufacturers have given it what it 


asked for, and in some cases even more, 
The Ordnance Department of the Army 
may be likened to a manufacturer catering 
to a select and exacting clientele, namely, 
the using Service. The Tank Corps, or 
using Service, tells the Ordnance Depart- 
ment that it must provide improved types 
of tanks. One of the suggested improve- 
ments which is receiving much study by 
the Ordnance Department is the reduction 
of noise. The muffling of the exhaust 
from the engine is a comparatively simple 
problem. This demands a muffler of suffi- 
cient size so that the noise of the exhaust 
can be muffled without producing a serious 
back pressure. The location of this muf- 
fler and exhaust pipe from the engine is 
an important feature in the design of tanks 
because of the heat which must be carried 
away from the engine. The exhaust pipes 
usually have fins so as to radiate as much 
heat as possible and are located and pro- 
tected so that the tank mechanic will not 
be burned through contact. The noise due 
to improper shifting of gears in the auto- 
mobile ig not encountered in the tank Ser- 
vice because, due to the large horse-power 
and heavy torques inyolyed, sliding gears 
cannot be used advantageously and epi- 
eyelie gears are therefore used, Changing 
speed in tanks is accomplished through 
brake bands, with the gears always in 
mesh. 

The caterpillar tracks offer the greatest 
field for the reduction of noise. It will be 
readily apparent that when a single-track 
shoe is taken from rest on the ground and 
accelerated to double the speed of the vehi- 
cle on the top of the track, ‘unless the 
construction is mechanically correct there 
is a possibility for the production of loud 
noise. The steel track rollers running 
over this track also produce noise. ‘To 
minimize these effects as much as possible 
the designer must have a thorough grasp of 
the underlying principles of caterpillar en- 
gineering. The track driving sprocket and 
the front idler sprockets must be raised 
somewhat off the ground so that the weight 
of the vehicle will be cafried by the sup- 
porting rollers under the middle of the 
tank. This insures a gradual change of 
direction of each track shoe and when 
taken in eonnection with large diameter 
of track sprockets and idlers tends to re- 
duce the noise considerably. Rubber- 
cored track rollers have been employed. 
These rollers consist essentially of a solid 
truck wheel with dual rubber tires, around 
the outside of which has been fastened a 
steel rim which rides on the caterpillar 
track rails and prevents injury to the rub- 
ber tire.. The rubber between the outer 
rim and the wheel is so arranged that it 
has sufficient space to expand, and thus 
absorbs the shocks and deadens the noise. 
Means are provided to prevent overloading 
of the rubber, so that the load carried will 
be approximately the same as the load car- 
ried by truck tires. 

Rubber or other fabric has also been 
used on the track driving sprocket and on 
the idler sprocket where the track shoes 
come in contact with these surfaces, so as 
to reduce the noise of impact. ‘Rubber 
pads have likewise been applied to the bear- 
ing surface of the track shoes themselves. 
Commercial tractors, when used for indus- 
trial work in hauling loads about large 
shops, have been equipped with these rub- 
ber pads and have performed satisfactorily.

SAN FRANCISCO JUNIOR B.0.T.C. 


The Junior R.O.T.C. unit of the San 
Francisco High Schools, 134 strong, spent 
the week of Oct. 3-8 in camp at Fort 
Baker, Calif. The camp was made pos- 
sible through the courtesy of Major I. E 
Titus, U.S.A., post commander, and Lieu- 
tenant Barroll, U.S.A., post supply offi- 
cer. The camp was named for Major J. 
P. Nourse, principal of the Galileo High 
School and the pioneer of the R.O.T.C. in 
San Francisco schools. Capts. W. S. Ov- 
erton, P.M.S. and T., BE. L. Grisell, U.S.

Naval Reserve Force 


STATUS OF TEMPORARY OFFICERS ry 
THE NAVAL RESERVE. 


While the Naval Reserve Force is jp 
precess of reorganization, the Navy De 
partment is attempting to keep its person: 
nel together as Volunteer Naval Reserves, 
It is believed that the status of Voluntegy 
Naval Reservists is only temporary, and 
that. Congress will enact legislation which 
will place this branch on a more satisfae. 
tory basis. With this idea in view, the 
Bureau of Navigation has issued the sub. 
joined circular: 

1. Pending reorganization of the Naval 
Reserve Force, officers who have recently 
held or now hold temporary commissions 
cr temporary warrants in the Navy, who 
leave the Navy under honorable conditions 
end have a satisfactory record of service 
wil! be considered eligible for enrolment in 
the Volunteer Naval Reserve in the same 
rank (provisional) as their respective 
temporary commissions or warrants upon 
Requests for 
such enrolment should be addressed to the 
Bureau of Navigation, Navy Department, 

2. Officers who were appointed or com- 
missioned from a permanent enlisted 
status in the Navy, and who under the 
law revert to that status upon their tem- 
porary commissions being revoked, may 
teke the alternative course of transferring 
to Class C or Class D of the Fleet Naval 
Reserve, after sixteen or twenty years’ 
service as provided for by existing law 
and regulations, provided they have had 
sufficient naval service to make them eligi- 
ble for such transfer. 

3. Transferred members of the Fleet 
Neval Reserve who accepted temporary 
commissions or warrants are unable, under 
the present law, to revert to their status 
as transferred members of the Fleet Na- 
val Reserve. All such temporary officers 
will be permitted to re-enlist in a first en- 
listment rating without regard to age 
limit at any time prior to Feb. 28, 1922; 
and, when such man after re-enlisting sub- 
mits a request for transfer to the Fleet 
Naval Reserve, Olass 1-D, his command- 
ing officer is authorized to advance him 
immediately to an appropriate chief petty 
officer rating with permanent appointment, 
It is not intended to authorize chief petty 
officer ratings for such men who desire to 
remain in the active service. 





TEST OF TEMPORARY AND 
RESERVE OFFICERS 


Without waiting for their acceptances, 
the Temporary and Reserve officers of the 
U.S. Navy who successfully passed the ex- 
amination for permanent commissions were 
nominated and confirmed. Although this 
is not without precedent, it is rather an 
unusual proceeding, but fearing that, ow- 
ing to the remoteness of some of their sta- 
tions, the acceptances would not arrive in 
time so that they could. be confirmed be- 
fore they were demobilized from the tem- 
porary status in the Navy, the nomina- 
tions were sent to the Senate and the com- 
missions are now being forwarded to the 
successful candidates. Those who wish to 
can decline their commissions and their 
nominations will be withdrawn from the 
Senate. 

Despite protests from a great many 
quarters, it can be stated that the Navy 
Department waived a great many require 
ments in approving the papers of the new 
permanent officers. It was recognized by 
the boards and the reviewing authorities 
that the Temporary and Reserve officers 
had splendid war records, and as a conse 
quence there have been admitted to a per- 
manent status in the Navy many who did 
not qualify professionally in some of the 
essential features of the standards of the 
Regular Establishment. The largest num- 
ber of deficiencies is said to be in naviga- 
tion and electricity. To a certain extent, 
many of the new officers are in the Navy 
on probation. The real test will come at 
the examinations for promotion to be held 
next summer. At the next examina‘on all 
the ensigns will come up for promotion to 
lieutenant, junior grade. The prospects 
are that a great many lieutenants, junior 
grade, will be ordered up for examination 
for promotion to lieutenant. This will 
take practically all the Temporary and 
Reserve officers who came into the Navy 
under the recent examination. 

The Navy Department recognizes the 
need of the additional officers who came 
into the Navy largely as a result of the 
war. Those who take their profession 
duties seriously and begin immediately to 
prepare for the next examination will be 4 
valuable addition to the Navy, but they 
must qualify professionally when they 
come up for promotion and the standards 
of the Navy will not be lowered to keep in 
the Service officers who do not take up 
their professional studies and keep up with 
the progress of the Navy.

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ime Problems of Limitation 
of Naval Armaments 


HERE was so much wastage dur- 
| ing the World War that the world 
faces bankruptcy unless expendi- 
tures which bring no economic re- 
in are reduced materially during at least 
,next decade. The limitation of naval 
naments offers one important means of 
reduction. Even should no other in- 
ence bear upon the case, the economic 
is is sufficiently grave to create a strong 
sbability of an agreement being reached 
limit naval armaments. 
The economic crisis is more acute abroad 
n in America, and is therefore a more 
mpelling factor with other nations than 
slves. On the other hand, the isola- 
» and wealth of America permit us a 
generous viewpoint towards other na- 
3 than is possible abroad, so that, on 
whole, our desire for substantial suc- 
sof the negotiations is at least as whole- 
arted as the wishes of foreign peoples. 
e are not only more isolated and pos- 
sed of greater material well-being than 
her countries, but also, largely on those 
punts, we have more philanthropy and 
jlism in the national temperament than 
normal abroad. We approach the Con- 
nce with a much greater hope than 
y can possibly feel, that the agreement 
ched will be an important step towards 
permanent peace of the world. The 
erness of our people at large to promote 
cause of permanent peace is so great 
st probably they would be willing even 
try to bring about disarmament by ex- 
ple, not comprehending the .undamental 
ditions abroad which would prevent for- 
» nations following suit. 


The Paramount Consideration 
Those basic, highly competitive condi- 
ns which cireumscribe foreign view- 
ints cannot fail to influence the attitude 
the foreign peoples and their officials to- 
ris the Conference. With them, since 
beginning of:time, diplomacy has had 
its object the due safeguarding of na- 
nal interests as a paramount considera-

Ratio of Naval Strengths 


It is unfortunate that no method of 
tblishing an accurate ratio of interests 
be devised, because upon the determi- 
ion of such a ratio probably depends 
imarily the ability of the Conference to 
to an agreement. Solution of this 
ity will doubtless require a maxi- 
spirit of friendly and just compro- 
on the part of all. Perhaps the as- 
Ption that is most nearly fair to all 


parties is that the present ratio of naval 
strengths represents the true ratio of naval 
interests. Such an assumption is not un- 
reasonable, since the size of each navy at 
present shows what estimate the country 
owning it has placed upon the value of its 
naval interests. If that country had been 
richer it probably would have built a 
larger navy, but national wealth is an im- 
portant factor in total national interest, 
and hence limited wealth proves corre- 
spondingly limited interests. Of course, 
the assumption that naval strength is an 
index of naval interest may not prove to 
be the formula upon which compromise 
may be reached. But whatever the general 
basis decided upon there will remain many 
knotty problems for solution. For exam- 
ple, naval strength is itself a compound of 
such elements as numbers and characteris- 
tics of ships in the various classes, total 
displacement, number and size of guns and 
other weapons, position and size of naval 
bases, etc., which cannot be reduced to a 
common denominator. Moreover, it is im- 
possible to divorce altogether air strength 
and, to a lesser extent, military strength 
from considerations of naval strength. 


Greatest Menace to World’s Peace 


The connection between adjustment of 
international affairs in the Pacific and the 
limitation of naval armaments is apparent. 
Newhere else do there loom any grave 
international differences, at least not for 
a long time. Perhaps a rejuvenated Ger- 
many may at a distant date cause a crisis 
in the Atlantic, but at present the situa- 
tion in the Pacific offers the greatest men- 
ace to the world’s peace, and hence the 
greatest obstacle to agreement upon limi- 
tation of armaments. An amicable adjust- 
ment of the problems affecting the Pacific 
obviously would promote the objects of the 
Conference greatly, and therefore the clear- 
ing up of the present somewhat obscure 
political situation in the Pacific itself must 
become one of the principal objects of the 
Conference. 


Naval Disarmament 
Impossible 


HERE is a persistent tendency of 

i people to refer to the coming -Limi- 

tation Conference as a Disarmament 

Conference. In many cases such 
error is doubtless due to carelessness, but 
the probability of its being deliberate, in 
other instances, with the intention of fos- 
tering pacifism propaganda, deserves recog- 
nition. 

The impossibility of naval disarmament 
becomes easily apparent when the obvious 
results of it are examined. The sea is a 
no man’s land, over which no nation has 
jurisdiction outside a limit of three miles 
from its shores. Beyond such compara- 
tively very small waters the broad oceans 
are free to be used for the all-important 
purpose of transportation. Great numbers 
of merchant ships will traverse the seas 
whether or not armed navies are abolished. 


Arming of Merchant Ships 

But if there were no navies no one could 
deny the right of merchant vessels to arm 
themselves for their own protection while 
passing through the great expanses of 
lonely oceans, since piracy in many forms 
would be sure to spring up otherwise. Cer- 
tainly no nation having any sea commerce 
would then agree to prevent its own mer- 
chant ships from arming for self-defense. 
Obviously, war would bring conflict be- 
tween armed merchant vessels, precisely as 
it results in conflict between armed war 
vessels to-day. The country possessing the 
greatest number of large merchant ships 
would dominate the seas, just as it is possi- 
ble now for the greatest navy to dominate 
it. ‘The combatant nation, unable to ob- 
tain, with armed merchant ships, sufficient 
control of the sea to ensure its sea commu- 
nications would suffer the same tremendous 
military and economic hardships as always 
have been imposed upon nations of little 
naval strength. 

Furthermore, the assumption that the 


elements of this situation would be changed 
by maintaining a small police or patrol 
force comprising small gunboats or cruis- 
ers is erroneous. The great merchant lin- 
ers are very fast and capable of being 
armed with quite heavy batteries of guns, 
and with powerful airplane units in a very 
short time. A few gunboats or small cruis- 
ers could not cope with a navy of such con- 
verted merchant liners. The only reply to 
them would be a number of large cruisers 
or a number of similar liners which, in the 
ease of countries whose merchant marine 
did not possess them,, would have to be 
built for war purposes. 

Thus naval disarmament even would in 
no way prevent fighting on the sea, nor 
would it prevent the expenditure of money 
for sea armaments. 


The Unknown Soldier 


N unknown American soldier, killed 
A in France during the recent war, 
was buried on Armistice Day with 
great ceremony in our largest na- 

tional cemetery, Arlington. 

In the presence of distinguished people 
of all countries, officers of the highest grade 
who successfully led armies and navies 
against the common enemy placed on his 
ecffin the highest decorations for valor 
which their countries can give. 

Surrounded with dead from our past 
wars, this soldier was lowered into his 
final resting place in American soil. 

The same day the telegraph wires of the 
country were busy carrying a description 
of the eeremony to thousands of American 
newspapers in order that the hundred mil- 
lion Americans might read what happened, 
and visualize it as if present at Arlington 
during the ceremony. 


Meaning of the Conference 


The next day the conference for the dis- 
cussion of-the possibility of the limitation 
of armaments had its opening session. 
Ever since the announcement was made 
that this conference was to take place hun- 
dreds of thousands of earnest Americans 
have been considering what it means ahd 
what it may lead to. Among these are 
many ministers of the Gospel and many 
women, 

It is to be hoped that in reading the ac- 
count of the burial of the Unknown Sol- 
dier who gave his life for his country they 
felt something more than interest in the 
brilliant ceremony, patriotic pride in the 
events which this Unknown Soldier repre- 
sents and pity for the parents whose son 
is missing. It is to be hoped that along 
with their desire to see the coming confer- 
ence do something to limit the possibili- 
ties of war they will have borne in on 
them that thousands of parents in reading 
of this ceremony thought of their sons who 
never came back; that thousands of crip- 
pled men still in hospitals will think of 
the day they paid the price, and that much 
of this unhappiness was caused by the fact 
that we were not properly armed and not 
properly prepared to meet our enemy when 
the time came, and, as a consequence, paid 
a much greater price in human suffering 
than would have been the case had we en- 
tered the war with Germany ready to do 
our part. Our being disarmed did not pre- 
vent the war with Germany. 


Senator Watson’s Charges 


ENATOR WATSON, of Georgia, be- 
S fore the Senate of the United States, 
in speaking of the A.E.F., has made 
the extremely serious charge “that a 
private soldier was frequently shot by his 
officers because of some complaint against 
the officer’s insolence, and that they had 
gallows upon which men were hangcd, 
day after day, without court-martial or 
any other form of trial.” : 

If such a charge had been made by some 
private citizen, even though he might have 
been a soldier in the A.E.F., the average 
person would have dismissed it with the 
thought that they had merely come in con- 
tact with one more of those men whom war 
unsettles or whose desire for notoriety 


leads them to tell tales which are absurd 
on their face. When a U.S. Senator makes 
such a charge before so important and 
dignified a body as the Senate, he compels 
attention. This is so true that sych 
charges made in such a manier cannot be 
ignored. 
Reflection on the A. E. F. 

This, apparently, is the point of view 
taken by the Secretary of War, who. has 
written the Commander of: the American 
legion stating “that these charges, coming 
se long after the commission of the alleged 
crimes, constitute a reflection on the en- 
tire personnel of the American Expedi- 
tionary Force; that the War Depart- 
inent will make available all of its ree 
crds, and such information as may come 
from persons under its contrel. However, | 
such persons constitute but a small’ per- 
centage of those who served overseas, and 
who have been attacked,” For this rea- 
son he requests the assistance of the 
American Legion toward obtaining all 
facts bearing on the case which have been 
mentioned. The A..F, was made up of 
American citizens, some’ of whom ‘hap- 
pened to be officers and enlisted men of 
the Regular Army, others of the Nationai 
Guard, others of the National Army, In 
addition, there were thousands of Ameri- 
can citizens in the American Red Cross, 
the Y.M.C.A., the Knights of Columbus, 
the Jewish Welfare Relief Society and the 
Salvation Army who freely mingled with 
ithe Army in all of its activities in all 
parts of France. If the charges made by 
Senator Watson have any basis, in fact, 
thousands of these American men and 
women must have J.nown it. Yet, through 
some inexplicable reason these thousands 
have kept silent during the two or three 
years since these events must haye taken 
place. Assuming for the moment that it 
was possible for two millions®° of Ameri- 
cans to be so terrorized that not one of 
them, while in Europe during the. war, 
had the courage to state the facts, how 
eculd it have happened that among all the 
thousands steadily returning to the Uni- 
ted States, and therefore entirely out of 
the hands of the A.B.F., not one had the 
courage to tell what he or she knew? 


Prove His Charges or Leave 


It seems inconceivable that a man who 
has risen to the dignity of being a United 
States Senator should so littie understand 
his fellow citizens, both men and women, 
that he could possibly believe, except -in 
the face of the most overwhelming and 
ccnvineing proof, that American citizens 
simply because they had put on a uniform 
would so forget every American principle 
as to condemn fellow citizens to death 
without trial, or that they would permit 
such a violation of our fundamental in- 
stincts to happen without protest, and the 
most violent kind of protest. Not only 
must every man and woman who served in 
the A.H.F. feel that a serious charge has 
been made against them as American citi- 
zens, but also their parents and their re- 
ligious and secular teachers must feel that 
the whole of the American people and 
every principle for which it stands have 
been attacked. 

Presumably Mr. Watson, since he is a 
Senator, is a man of sufficient and 
brains to understand that along with 
rights and privileges in this world go re- 
sponsibilities. If he cannot prove his 
charges, and no one with any real service 
in the A..F. believes that he can; if he 
cannot show that he had reasonable and 
serious enough evidence to warrant his in- 
dulging in any such attack, he should 
recognize his responsibility and the 
injustice which he has done thousands of 
his fellow countrymen, and leave the Sen- 
ate of his own accord. Failing that, 
should be impeached. The Senate of 
United States is too august a

EXPERIMENTAL TESTS OF BROWNING 
MACHINE RIFLE. 


Experimental work has recently been 
conducted by the Ordnance Department of 
the U.S. Army with the end in view of de- 
veloping an automatic caliber .30 weapon 
which will meet an urgent demand for a 
highly portable type, and one which can 
be fired with a greater degree of accuracy 
and for a longer period of time without 
overheating than is possible with the pres- 
ent Browning automatic rifle. The result 
of this experimental work has been the 
modification of the Browing automatic ri 
model of 1918, in such a way that it wi 
accomplish the desired results. A com- 
paratively heavy barrel with annular 
flanges or rings similar to those found on 
the cylinders of some gas engines has been 
substituted for the light barrel of the au- 
tomatic rifle, in order to facilitate rapid 
cooling after prolonged automatic fire. A 
light bipod mount, attached to the weapon 
not far from the muzzle, has been pro- 
vided, which permits of reasonably accu- 
tate fire from the prone position. > 

The weapon is technically known as a 
machine rifle and is referred to as “the 
Browning machine rifle, model of 1921.” 
Its weight is approximately twenty-two 
pounds. As a resulf of tests conducted at 
Fort Riley by the Cavalry Board, the Chief 
of Cavalry has recommended that after 
certain minor improvements the Brown- 
ing machine rifle be authorized for issue to 
Cavalry units instead of the Browning 
automatic rifles as now issu 

The Infan Board did net find that 
the machine rifle presented any advantages 
over the automatic rifle for Infantry use, 
principally because of the greater weight 
of the former, but has recommended that 
a light bipod mount for the present auto- 
matic rifle be developed for further test. 
It is now anticipated that as soon as the 
minor improvements. recommended by the 
Cavalry Board have been made the Brown- 
ing machine rifle will be authorized as an 
item of issue to Cavalry units, and the 
Ordnance Department will proceed to mod- 
ify a sufficient number of the Browning 
automatic rifles to fill peace-time require- 
ments.

Major Gen. John L. Chamberlain, In- 
spector General, was retired Novy. 6, 1921, 
ypon his own application after more than 
forty-five years of active service. He was 
porn in New York Jan. 20, 1858, and was 
graduated from the U.S.M.A., class of 
4880, when he was assigned to the Ist Ar- 
ars. General Chamberlain was ap- 
pointed Inspector General with grade of 
prigadier general, Feb. 21, 1917, and with 
the grade of major general, Oct. 9, 1917, 
and reappointed Inspector General with 
the latter grade, March 28, 1921. For his 
services a8 Inspector General during the 
World War, he was awarded the D.S.M. 
General Chamberlain has served continu- 
ously in the Inspector General’s Depart- 
ment since 1900, entering that department 
as a major. Prior to that time, among 
other duties, he served with the Artillery, 
in The Adjutant General’s Department 
and as an instructor at the Military Acad- 
emy. General Chamberlain completed the 
course of study at the Torpedo School in 
1888, at the Artillery School in 1890, and 
at the War College in 1913. 

Brig. Gen. Eli A. Helmick, U.S.A., has 
been selected for nomination to be inspec- 
tor general with the grade of major gen- 
eral, succeeding to the vacancy caused by 
the retirement on Nov. 5, 1921, of Major 
Gen. John L. Chamberlain. General Hel- 
mick has been Acting Inspector General 
during the leave of General Chamberlain. 
General Helmick was born in Indiana 
Sept. 27, 1868, graduating from the Mili- 
tary Academy at West Point in 1888, 
when he was assigned to the 11th Infan- 
try. He is a graduate of the Army 
School of the Line, and of the Army War 
College, and is the holder of a D.S.M. 
During the World War General Helmick 
was appointed a temporary major general. 
During 1917 and the greater part of 1918, 
he served in the Inspector General’s De- 
pertment. In 1918 he was assigned to 
cemmand of the 8th Division and ar- 
rived in France with its leading elements 
at the time of the signing of the armistice. 
General Helmick was then assigned to 
command of Base Section No. 5, and di- 
rected the embarkation port of troops at 
Brest. For that service he was awarded 
the D.S.M. Since returning to the United 
States General Helmick has served as 
chief of staff of the 6th Corps Area and in 
the Inspector General’s Department. Prior 
to the World War General Helmick par- 
ticipated in the Spanish-American War, 
being promoted captain by brevet for gal- 
lantry in the campaign against Santiage 
de Cuba, and was in the field at Lake 
Lanao, Mindanao, P.I., during the insur- 
rection. In addition to duty with troops, 
he has served on the General Staff and ‘in 
The Adjutant General’s Department. 

Col. William A. Phillips, Ord. Dept., U. 
§.A., was retired from active service Nov. 
4 for disability incident to the Service. 
He was born in Texas, April 16, 1866, 
and was graduated from the U.S.M.A., 
class of 1899, when he was assigned to the 
22d Infantry. He was transferred to the 
Ordnance Department July 2, 1906, and 
after resigning from the Army in 1915 
was reappointed major of Infantry in 
1916. . Colonel Phillips, among other du- 
ties took part in the Sioux campaign, 1890- 
91; served in Cuba and the Philippines at 
various arsenals, in the Canal Zone and 
on the Texas border. He had charge of 
the design and construction of the Aber- 
deen Proving Ground, Md., and was presi- 
dent of the Ordnance Board and had also 
served as a member of the Joint Army and 
Navy Board. 

Col. William Wallace, Inf., U.S.A., upon 
his own application, will be retired from 
active service March 1, 1922, after more 
than thirty years’ service. Meanwhile he 
has been relieved from duty and was on 
Nov. 5 ordered to his home, Cambridge 
Crescent, Larchmont, Norfolk, Va. He 
was born in Indiana, Aug. 31, 1867, and 
entered the Regular Army from civil life 
as a second lieutenant of Infantry in Octo- 
ber, 1891. Colonel Wallace during the 
World War served in Italy in command 
of the 332d Infantry, U.S.A., first as a 
part of the 37th Italian Division, and on 
Oct. 26, the day the offensive began, it was 
transferred to the 10th British Army un- 
der General Lord Caven. The 332d was 
the only Infantry regiment from the U.S. 
A., serving in Italy. There were three 
British divisions and two Italian in the 
offensive which lasted from Oct. 27 to Nov. 
4. Colonel Wallace received the British 
D.S.0. and the Italian decoration of St. 
Maurice and Lazarus. He is a son of a 
former Governor of Indiana and a nephew 
of the late Gen. Lew Wallace, author of 
“Ben Hur.” 

Chaplain Simon M. Lutz, U.S.A., was 
Tetired from active service Nov. 7, 1921, 
for disability incident thereto. Chaplain 
Lutz’s home address is Lutzville, Bedford 
county, Pa. He was born in Pennsyl- 
vania, Oct. 22, 1871, and was appointed 
a chaplain in the Regular Army May 1, 

During the War with Spain he 
served as a private in the 5th Pennsyl- 
vania Infantry and the Volunteer Hos- 
pital Corps. He holds the degree A.B., 
98, and A.M., ’01, Pennsylvania College, 
ae B.D. and AM., Wittenberg College,

Obituaries 











Major Gen. Peter ©. Hains, U.S8.A., 
retired, a distinguished officer of the Army, 
died at the Walter Reed General Hos- 
pital, Washington, D.C., Nov. 7, 1921. 
General Hains was born in Pennsylvania 
July 6, 1840, and was graduated from the 
U.S.M.A. in the class of 1861, when he 
was assigned to the 2d Artillery. He re- 
ceived three brevets for gallant and meri- 
terious services during the Civil War, as 
fellows: The brevet of captain for ser- 
vices in the battle of Hanover Court 
House, Va., the brevet of major for ser- 
vices during the siege of Vicksburg, Va., 
and the brevet of lieutenant colonel for 
services during the war. General Hains 
tcok part in numerous actions during the 
Civil War, serving with the Army of the 
Pctomac and the Army of the Tennessee. 
After the war he was engaged in the con- 
struction of fortifications, and on engi- 
neering work in the improvement of rivers 
ana harbors in various parts of the coun- 
try, and in the construction of bridges, 
ete. An important detail was that in con- 
rection with the building of the Panama 
Canal. He reached the grade of brigadier 
general on April 21, 1908, and was re- 
tired for age July 6, 1904. He was ad- 
vanced to major general on the retired 
list by act of Congress Aug. 29, 1916, as 
a reward for his services during the con- 
struction of the Panama Canal. During 
the World War General Hains was placed 
on active duty at his own request, and was 
assigned to defensive work at Norfolk, Va. 

Col. Joseph Taylor Clarke, Med. Corps, 
U.S.A., whose death at the Presidio of 
San Francisco, Calif., Oct. 25, 1921, we 
noted in our issue of Nov. 5, is survived 
by his mother, Mrs. H. F. Clarke, now re- 
siding in Winchester, Va.; his wife, and 
two daughters, Miss Rose Clarke and Mrs. 
Oliver, wife of Col. Llewellyn W. Oliver, 
U.S.A. In addition to his services in Phil- 
ippine campaigns, which we previously 
noted, Colonel Clarke served in the 
Infantry in the Cuban campaign in 1898, 
during the battle of El Caney, San Juan 
Hill, and the bombardment of Santiago de 
Cuba. He was recommended for the brevet 
of major for meritorious and courageous 
action in attending wounded during the 
above engagements. He also served later 
with the Army of Cuban Pacification, and 
helped in suppressing the yellow fever epi- 
demic. “Of the officers of the Medical 
Corps of the Army,” writes an officer, 
“none commanded a higher degree of per- 
sonal esteem and affection than Colonel 
Clarke, whose death removes one who did 
much in the shape of additions of which 
the ‘old Army’ is so justly proud.” 

Capt. Timothy Stephen O’Leary (S.C. )» 
U.S.N., died at the navy yard, Norfolk 
Va., Oct. 31, 1921, as the result of acute 
cardiac dilatation. He was born in Massa- 
chusetts Sept. 21, 1861, and was ap- 
pointed a cadet midshipman Sept. 29, 
1879. He was graduated and honorably 
discharged June 30, 1885, was appointed 
an assistant paymaster July 26, 1897. He 
became pay director with the rank of cap- 
tain (T), Feb. 23, 1920. During the 
World ar Captain O’Leary served as 
supply officer at the navy yard, Boston. 
His nearest relative is his daughter, Elea- 
nor O’Leary, of 177 Washington street, 
Wellesley Hills, Mass. The funeral ser- 
vice was held in St. Patrick’s Church, 
Washington, Nov. 8. Father Campbell, 
of the Army, officiated. The honorary 
pall-bearers were Admirals Coontz, Rear 
Kdmirals Cowie and Potter, U.S.N 
Captain Bryan and Commander’ MeMiilen, 
U.S.N.; and Captain Fegan, U.S.M:C 

Edward James Leigh, U.S.A., retired, 
aged ninety-two years, a veteran of the 
British and U.S. Armies, died at Somer- 
ville, N.J., Oct. 18, 1921. Mr. Leigh 
was born in England, Feb. 13, 1829. 
At the age of eighteen he enlisted in the 
British marines and served through the 
Isurmese and Crimean wars. After leaving 
Fingland for the United States he enlisted in 
the U.S. Artillery, serving until 1863, when 
he was honorably discharged, and at once 
eulisted in the 6th New York Volunteers 
Cavalry, serving with it until the end of 
the Civil War. Mr. Leigh re-enlisted in 
the Regular Army in 1 and served in 
the U.S. Cavalry and Infantry until 1890. 
and was then retired. Mr. Leigh is sur- 
vived by five children, Mrs. Mathew Mc- 
Farland of Yonkers, N.Y., Mrs. Richard 
Williams, of Somerville; Mrs. Edmond 
Walker of Milton, Pa., Richard J. Leigh 
of South. Williamsport, Pa., Mrs. Vorias 
Bressler, of Williamsport, Pa. Also fif- 
teen grandchildren and twelve  great- 
grandchildren. “Mr, Leigh,” writes an old 
friend, “enlisted in the U.S. Army un- 
der the name of William Smith and was 
retired under this name. Many years 
ago he wanted to have his record changed 
to his own name, but owing to his long 
service the War Department advised to 
retain the name of Smith, as it would be 
a difficult task to make the change.”
